after truth stand, especially in relation to
the moral and religions ideas of the age.
Professor Hux'ey's peculiar theories have
been savagely attacked, especially by theo-
logians; but any candid reader of the work
before wus must admit that much of
the antagonism manifested toward him
is due to the fact that his oppo-
nents ecannot or will not take an un-
pre ndiced view of his side of the oase, and
that an apparent antagopism toward the reli-
gious ideas of the day upon his part has been
developed more by the over-zeal of his oppe-
nents than by anything that he has really
said or done. But whether the reader will
agree with Professor Huxley or not in some
of his peculiar views, the hook before us is
one that ought to engage the attention of
thinking men, and, apart from its scientifie
themes, there will be found in it much hard
eommon sense, especially about education,
that will commend itself to those who think
that culture should consist in something else
than o familiarity with the Greek and Latin
elassics.

—From J, B, Lippincott & Co. we have re-
ceived “‘Oplum and the Opium Appetite,” by
Alonzo Calkin, M. D. This very intereating
work is-a complete history of opium-eating
in all ages and countries, with a scientific
analysis of all the phases of the opium appe-
tite, and much valuable information with
regard to the manufacture of the drug and
the commerce in it. The subject has never
been treated before with anything like the
same thoroughness, and Dr, Calkin has pro-
duced a book that will be a physiological
study for the medical man and a psychological
study for the philanthropist. Incidentally,
notices of other narcotics and stimulants are
made, such as alecoholie beverages, eannabis
indica, tobacco, and cocoa, tea, and ocof-
fee, ia their hygienic aspects and pathologi-
cal relations. Dr. Calkin's literary style is
very involved, and on that account his book
i# not as easy or as pleasant reading as it
might be, but it contains a great amount of
very interesting and valuable information,
and it will wellrepay a perusal from those who
read only for amusement,

DISRAELI'S CHAPTER
GRAPHY.
——

The English papers publish Mr. Disraeli's
preface to the collected edition of his works—
a sort of Hiegraphia [ itleraria. We make
the following interesting extraots: —

An American geutlomian, with more than
courtesy, has forwarded to me a vast nnwber
of notices of **Lothair” which have appeared
in the leading journuls of his country. He
tells me that, irrespeclive of literary
“‘organs,” there are in the Union /000 news-
papers, and it 18 not impossible that sowe
notice of “Lothair” might appear in each of
these. However various muy be the opinions
of those which I thus possess, they appear to
me generally to be sincere, and iu potut of
li!erurly ability, taste, style, and critical aca-
men, 1 think they need not fear compstition
with the similar productions of our own laud,

My Eunglish publishers have alse made a
collection of the notices of this work in our
own ceuutry, and, though we bhave not yst
five thousand newspapers, the aggregate of
articles is in amount perhaps nnprecedontad.
I bave nothing to cowplain of in their re-
marks, One could hardly expect at howe the
judicial impsrtiality of u foreign land, Per-
sonal influences inevitably mingle in some
degree with snch productions. 'There are
critice who abstractly do not approve of
successful books, particularly if they bave

acquaintancea  also of 8  letterad
taste, and especially contemporaries

whose public life has not exactly reslized the
vain dreams of their fussy existenca, wonll
seize the accustomed opportuuity of welcom-
ing with affected diserimination about
nothing, and elaborate controversy aboat
trifles, the produciion of u Iriend; and there
is always, both 1u politicsa and literature, the
race of the Dennises, the Oldmixons, and
Curls, who flatter thewselves that by syste-
maticslly libelling some eminent personage
of their times they have a chance of de-
rcending to posterity; but, so far as [ am
concerned, they have always been disap-
puinted.

A distinguished individual has suggested
that, in a preface to the edition of wmy col-
lected works, I might give my own views of
the purpose of *‘Lothair.” It strikes me,
with all deference, that it would be not a
littie Ereaumptuouu for an author thus to be
the self-critic of volumes which appearedonly
few months ago. Their purport to the writer

sceis clear enongh, aud as they have been |

more extensively read both by the people of
the United Kingdom and the United States
than sny work that has appeared for the last
balf century, I will even venture to mssnme
that on this point they are of the same opin-
ion as mysell.

But, on some other works, the youngest of
which were written a quarter of a ceotury
#go, it would perhaps be in we not imperti-
nent now to wmake a few remarks. *‘Co-
ningsby,” “8ybil," and *“*Tenered” form a
real Trlogy—that is to say, they treat of the
same subject, and endeavor to cownplete that
treatmuent. The origin and charsoter of our
political parties, their iufluence on the condi-
tion of the peopls of this country, some pic.
ture of the moral and physical condition of
thut people, and soms intimstion of the
means by which it might be elevated and
improved, were themes which had long en-
goged my meditation,

Born 1o a library, and trained from early
ebildbood by learued wen who did not share
the pussions and the prejudices of our politi-
cal and social life, I had imbibed on soms
subjects conclusions differcut from thoss

I bad been in Parliament seven years when
the trilogy was published, and daring that
period I bad not written anything; but in
1837, the year I entered the House of Com-
mons, 1 bad published two workas, ‘‘Henrietta
Temple' aud “Venetia.” These are not po-
litical works, but they wounld commemorate
feelings more enduring thun publie passions,
and they were written with care and some de-
light. They were inscribed to two friends,
the best I ever had, and not the least gifted.
One was the inimitable D'Orsay, the most
accomplished snd the wost engaging charac-
ter that has fignred in this ceontury, who,
with the form and universal genius of
an Alecilbiades, combined a brilliant wit
and a heart of guick affection, and who,
placed in a publiec position, would have dis-
played a courage, a judgment, and a com-
manding intelligence which would have
renked bhim with the leaders of mankind.
The other was one who had enjoyed that
publie opportunity which had been denied to
Count D'Orsay. The world has recognized
the political courage, the versatile ability,
and the masonline elsquence of Lord Lynd-
burst; but his intimates only were acquainted
with the tenderness of his disposition, the
sweetness of his temper, his ripe scholar-
#hip, and the playfulness of his bright and
airy spirit.

There was yet a barren interval of five
years of my life, 8o far as literature was con-
cerned, between the publication of ‘“‘Hen-
rietta Tewpls” and *'Venetia,” and my earlier
works, Iu 1532 I had pablished *‘Coatarina
Flewing" and “*Alroy.” 1 bad then returned
from two years travel in the Mediterranean
regions, aud I published ‘‘Contarina Fleming”
anonymouely, and in the midst of revolution,
It was almost stiliborn, and having written

| it with dcep thonght snd feeling, I was

naturally discouraged from farther effort,
Yet the youatbful writer, who may,
like me, be inclined to despair, may learn
also from wy example not to be precipitate
in his resolves. Gradually, *“‘Contarina
Fleming” found sympathizing readers;
Goethe and Beckford were impelled to com-
mwunicste their unsolicited opinions of this
work to its dnonymous author, and I have
seen a criticism on it by Heine, of which any
writer may be justly proud. Yet all this does
not prevent me from being couscions that it
would Liave been better if a subject so essen-
tinlly psychological had been treated at a
wore watnre period of life.

1 bad commenced ‘‘Alroy” the year after
my first publication,and had thrown the manu-
soript aside. Beipg at Jerusalem in the year
1841, and visiting the traditionary tombs of
the kings, my thoughts recurred to the mar-
vellous career which had attracted my boy-
hood, aud I shortly after finished a work
which I began the year after I wrote *“Vivian
Gray."

What my opinion was of that my first work,
written in 1826, was shown by my publishing
wy second saponymounsly. Books written
by boys which pretend to give a pieture of
menners and to desl in knowledge of human
nalore must be affected. They can be, at
the best, but the results of imagination acting
on kuowledge not acquired by experience. Of
such circumstances exaggeration is A necessary
cousdquenee, aud false taste accompanies ex-
aggeration, Nor is it necessary to remark
that a total want of art must be observed in
such pages, for that is a failing incident to
all first efforts, “‘Vivian Grey” is essentially
a puerile work, but it has bafled even the
ellorts of its creator to suppress it, Its fate
has been strange; and not the least remarka-
ble thiug is, that forty-four years after its
publication I muast ask the indulgence of the
reader for its continued and inevitable reap-
pearsuce.
